est possible extent.”” Early in the 
year Eldridge sent a letter to Sen- 
ator Arthur Capper; complaining 
that the police did not cooperate 
with him as they should. ° 

The traffic director described the 
installation of electric light contro! 
signals and recommended their 
wide extension. He said that, not- 
withstanding an increase in the 
number of cars operated in the Dis- 
trict, traffic conditions had im- 
proved, 82 persons having been 
killed as compared with 86 during 
the previous year. 


1,067 Hurt in Six Months. | 


There were 3.240 accidents, ia- 
volving 6.603 vehicles, from Janu- 
ary 1 to June 30 this year. These 
involved injury to 1,087 persons. 
The director said that 740 of those 
injured, or 62 per cent, were pedes- 
trians, and criticised “jay walking.” 
The “pedestrians” included the 214 
children injured while at play. 
Seventy-five per cent of the acci- 
dents, according to the report, ‘‘oc- 
curred under the most favorable 
driving conditions, thts indicating 
need for better protection at atreet 
intersections ahd exercise of greater 
caution on the part of motorists 
when approaching sections occupied 
or about to be occupied by pedes- 
trians or other vehicles."’ 

Concerning intoxicated motorists. 
the report said: 

“A man caught red- handed in a 
drunken condition driving an auto- 
mobile would have his 
taken up forthwith. During the 
past year 228 permitd have been 
canceled on account-of convictions 
on this charge. During the same 
period 770 arrests were made for 
this serious offense. 

“That many escape just punish- 
ment is shown by the fact that the 
director himself has observed 
drunken drivers being almost car- 
ried into court who were in such a 
beastly state of intoxication that 
they were unable to stand and 
plead; Set the same men, availing 
themselves of their ‘constitutional 
rights,’ have been allowed at a later 
time to plead not guilty and ask for 
jury trials. When the trials were 
held, @any months later, juries 
have, in the majority of cases, 
brought in verdicts of not gullty. 

“Such a system may be necessary, 
to preserve the so-called constitu- 
tional rights of-.the citizen, but it 
certainly does not tend to insure the 
safety of the public or to create a 
wholesome respect for the law.”

Warsaw, Poland, Sept. 30 (By,A. 
P.).—The Bartel cabinet, which has 
been engaged in a controversy with 
the Polish diet for the past few 
weeks, has resigned. The cabinet 
was formed on June 9 of this year. 
President Moscicki accepted the 
resignation. 

Dissolution of the Polish parliia- 
ment was expected in consequence 
of the action of the diet, which to- 
day voted lack of confidence in the 
government and approved amend- 
merits adopted by the senate reduc- 
ing the credits for the last quarter 
of 1926, 

Although the present controversy 
between the Polish cabinet and the 
diet is eclipsing all other news in 
public interet, the recent conclusion 
of a treaty between Russia and 
Lithuania has madé a strong im- 
pression. 

It is generally felt in political 
circles in Poland that the Lithu- 
aniat-soviet treaty represents a 
treaty of a League of Nations mem- 
ber with an outsider against an- 
other league membef—Poland. In 
this it is felt to. differ from the Ger- 
man soviet treaty, which was not 
directed against a third party. It 
is believed in Poland that the deci- 
sion of the council of Ambassadors 
of March 16, 1923, definitely fixing 
Poland's eastern frontiers in ac- 
cordance with the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the subsequent refusal 
of the league to take up the bound- 
ary question, compelled Lithuania 
to look for some other possibility 
of changing her frontiers. ~° 

The foreign office today told a 
representative of the Associated 
Press that the official ‘text of the 
treaty is not yet known. M. Vojkoff,

_INSANITARY SQHOOL BUILDINGS. 


“Clean up or close up” is the terse demand 
made upon his colleagues of the school board 
by Rev. Mr. Bennett, a member of that body. 
Mr. Bennett based his demand upon a volumi- 
nous report from the health department, 
which was submitted by Health Officer Fowler. 
The report indicates that the condition of cer- 
tain schoo! buildings in the District is a dis- 
grace to the board of education and the Dis- 
trict authorities as wel] as a menace to the 
health of the pupils. 

Health Officer Fowler finds that the condi- 
tions in 158 school buildings are insanitary or 
dangerous. In many of the schools the roofs 


s. leak, the ceilings are mottled, the lavatories 


are insanitary, the lighting is bad, and the 
ventilation execrable. The windows in many 
others are dirty and the shades, where there 
are any, as dirty as the windows. Drinking 
water is supplied through insanitary fountains. 
The playground sites have been allowed to 
grow a crop of weeds, and rubbish has been 
allowed to accumulate. Some of the school 
rooms are reported to have insufficient seats, 
and many of those in place are reported to be 
badly out of repair. 

To all of this indictment. Superintendent 
Baliou replied that the admitted conditions 
were “‘transitory."’ When a board composed 
of some of the leading medical men of the 
city, inspecting the schools at the instance of 


q qq the health officer finds conditions ‘absolutely 


vile” at the beginning of a new school year, 
it is evident that those who are responsible for 
these conditions have been grossly derelict in 
their duty. The commissioners should take im- 
mediate steps to have the proper remedies 


applied in the interest. of the health of the

HONEST BUSINESS. 


The traditional and long standing practice 
of retailing imperfect hosiery as goods of first 
quality has been brought to an end. Happily 


this reform has been accomplished by the

Scarcely 15 per cent of hosiery produced in 
this country fails to pass inspection as first 
quality. Even in this 15 per cent, defects are 
so slight as to be nearly. negligible. It is for 
this reason, since the housewife is hardly 
enough of an expert on hosiery to be able to 
find these small flaws, that the situation: was 
felt to be enough of a menace to the hosiery 
trade to warrant an investigation.

ANOTHER OCEANIC FLIGHT. 


Raymond Orteg, whose $25,000 prize for the 
completion of a nonstop flight between New 
York and Paris in a heavier-than-air-machine 
has inspired all the efforts to span the ocean 
by airplane, is authority for the announcement 
that another such flight will be attempted this 
fall: The aviators will be French, Paul Taras- 
con and Capt. Francisco Coli, the start will 
be made from Paris, and the machine they will 
use has been completed and is now being 
tuned up. 

The date chosen is October 21, upon which 
date the aviators feel ‘‘the moon is in the right 
phase.” This is the second time Coli and 
Tarascon have planned the flight, the previous 
attempt having been made in the fall of 1985. 
On September 26, last year, their plane had 
been completed and was being tested when it 
struck the tops of a clump of trees while fly- 
ing in a rain squall, crashed to the ground and 
burned up. Tarascon’s experience was some- 
what similar to Capt. Fonck’s. He was pulled 
from the wreck of the burning plane just in 
time to save his life: 

Both these fliers have enviable records. 
They are among the pioneers of French avia- 
tion. Tarascon lost a leg in a crash in 1912, 
but ‘was allowed to enlist in 1914. At the end 
of the war he was officially listed with the first 
five French aces. Coli, likewise, was a mem- 
ber of the Frénch forces during the war, and 
lost an eye in action. It is to be hoped that 
success will attend their efforts. 


BRITISH MINERS SURRENDER. 


Staring starvation in the face and with cold 
weather fast upon their heels, the striking 
miners of Great Britain have given up their 
fight. Lack of moral support, failure of their 
continental fellow workers to furnish financial 
assistance, and refusal of workers in other 
flelds to aid in preventing foreign coal from 
reaching England were contributing factors in 
the defeat of the English miners. 

Despite energetic efforts of officials of the 
miners federation to hola. the men in line they 
havo been trickling back to the pits as in- 
dividuals, and it was estimated yesterday that 
160,000 miners were again at work. Argu- 
ments of organization leaders could not prevail 
against the sight of wives and children suffer- 
ing from hunger and in fear of the bitter cold 
that penptrates England and Wales as winter 
comes into its own. 

Mine otepals sa officials are making a 
last desperate attempt to evade unconditional 
surrender, but they /realize that, forsaken by 
their men, the end of the strike has come. 
The workers themselves have created condi- 
tions under which Prime Minister Baldwin's 
proposal to establish a national arbitration 
tribunal can soon be made the subject of dis- 
cussion. Mr. Baldwin's ultimatum was that 
the miners must first return to work. Mean- 
while the friends of labor in this country will 
hope that out of this discussion will come an 
improvement in conditions under which the 
British miner labors and an increase in the 
wage he now earns.

Once more the incongruity of the laws re- 
lating to marriage and divorce is brought into 
the limelight through the action of the Mary- 
land courts in granting a divorce to Thomas 
H. Symington. The decree of the Maryland 
court makes Symington a free man, so. far as 
his marital position ig concerned, in every 
State of the Union with the exception of the 
State in which he formerly resided. Prior to 
the issue of the Maryland decree the New 
York court, to which Mrs. Symington had, ap- 
pealed for a divorce from her husband, granted 
an injunction restraining him from bringing 
the action in Maryland. He is still married, 
so far as the law of New York is concerned. 
Symington ignored the injunction, and would 
find himself facing a charge of contempt should 
he venture within the jurisdiction of the courts 
of New York. ,

PREVENT FIRES—CLEAN UP. 


“Fire prevention” week, which begins next 
Sunday, should receive much more than a 
mere perfunctory observance by Washing- 
tonians. This is the season of the year when 
fires are most likely to occur, and the best 
preventive measure is a thorough cleaning up 
of basements, cellars and furnace rooms. Just 
now a little foresight may obviate possible 
future suffering and financial loss if proper 
precautions are taken to make things safe for 
the coming cold season when open fireplaces, 
latrobes or furnaces will be hurriedly put into 
commission. 

Constant burning of coal or wood through- 
out the winter months of last year may have 
choked up flues and chimneys necessitating 
the services of the ‘‘sweep.’’ Chimneys should 
be swept, not only as a measure of safety but 
to provide a sufficient draft for the furnace, 
insuring proper combustion and more heat. 

There is hardly a home in the District where 
the cellar or furnace room has not been clut- 
tered up during the summer with trash in one 
form or another. The District government 
stands ready to remove this stuff, and coopera- 
tion on the part of the householder will not 
only aid in fire prevention but remove the pos- 
sible causes of disease. Dusting off walls that 
have become begrimed and the application of a 
generous coating of whitewash are measures 


‘toward good sanitation that should not be 


ignored.

Cauca Vajley occupies an important commercial position through possession of the port of Buena- 
ventura, the only deep-sea port of the Republic of Colombia on the Pacific, advantageously located 
Practically the entire Pacific Coast trade of Colombia, includ- 
ing approximately one-third of all the coffee exported from the Republic, passes through Buenaven- 
tura.

The Department contains negrly one-fourth of the entire railroad mileage of Colombia and more 
than any other department of the Republic. The Pacific Railroad crosses its entire length and 
breadth and is constructing a line eastward which will eventually link up Bogota, the capital of Co- 
lombia, with Buenaventura. 


Security: These Bonds will be the direct obligation of the Department of Cauca Valley, and will be spe-
